The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a coil assembly for a small electronic device. Independent claims 12 and 
23 respectively identify the uniquely distinct feature of a coil assembly and a method of 
production of a coil assembly comprising a plate with connecting pads attached to the plate for 
connecting a plurality of connections wherein the connections are interlinked by a component 
mounted directly on or at the coil. The closest prior art, Marshall et al. (US 2003/0031339) 
teaches a coil assembly with a coil mounted on a component and a substrate but fails to teach a 
component for interlinking electrical connections on a separate plate with connection pads and 
Beuckmann et al. (DE 198 12 836 A 1) teaches a miniature inductive SMT component but fails to 
teach a component for interlinking electrical connections on a separate plate with connection 
pads. The prior art fails to anticipate or render the independent claims obvious.
